9. I have received numerous letters, telephone calls and facsimiles from 
tamers, photographers and other outdoorsmen who have used the odor adsotting dotting 
and have met with remarkable, unexpected results.

3. I have approximately thirty years of outdoor hunting and fishing experience. 

4. For the past eleven years, I have been writing articles for a variety of outdoors 

periodicals, deluding C^dg^ , 

Hunting, Peterson's Bow Hunting , Budgnasters, and North Ameri^n Whjjejtajj Many of 
the articles which I have written are new product reviews. 

5. One significant challenge facing hunters and outdoor photographers is avoiding 
detection by wildlife's acute sense of smell. There have been two ways in which persons 
have attempted to avoid detection of human odor, namely elimination of human odor and 
masking or covering up human odor. Cover scents have been used in excess of thirty year, 
by outdoorsmen in an attempt to cover up human odor. These scents range from corn 
scent, skunk, fox urine, and raccoon urine. Based upon my experience, these products have 
limited success because they never effectively eliminate the human odor and wildlife with 
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an acute sense of smell, such as deer and elk, will detect the human odor, regardless of the 
amount of cover scent Because of the amount of cover scent used, a cover scent will 
generally alert the wildlife such as deer that something is out of the ordinary. For example, 
a skunk releases its scent when it is alarmed or frightened. Therefore, a deer entering the 
area and detecting a skunk will have reason to be cautious.

In addition, I have inserted a bag of leaves in my 
washing machine while washing my hunting clothes in an attempt to imbed the leaf smell 
in my clothes. Once again, these attempts at ehminating human odor have met-with limited 
success. 

7. I have personally used the Scent-Lok™ odor-absorbing suit manufactured by ALS 
Enterprises and have spoken with several other hunters who have used this suit Based 
upon my several years of experience in this field, the Scent-Lok™ suit provides an 
unbelievable advantage for outdoorsmen in avoiding detection by wildlife through the sense 
of smell. 

8. For example, while wearing my Scent-Lok™ suit two bucks walked within three 
yards, downwind of me, and did not detect enough human odor to alarm them. In fact I 
had to scare one of these two bucks away for fear of being stepped on or gored by his 
antlers. This close contact with deer is usually impossible with known cover scents. 

9. On the same occasion described above, a third, more mature buck spotted me 
and came within fifteen yards, downwind of me.

3. I have been hunting whitetail deer for over 21 years. For the last ten years, I 
have been employed, fuu-time, as a professional hunting advisor and lecturer. I am 
sponsored by 14 different companies to promote their products at trade shows and other 
lectures. I will not sponsor any product until I have thoroughly tested the product and 
proved its effectiveness. 

4. This year, I have conducted 26 different national seminars and participated in the 
production of several television and radio shows regarding whitetail deer hunting. 

5. I have conducted extensive field tests on the Scent-Lok™ suit manufactured by 
ALS Enterprises, Inc. I am not being compensated by ALS Enterprises to sponsor its 
product 



6. An acute sense of smell is one of the whitetail deer's primary forms of defense 
against predators and other danger. A whitetail deer has approximately 800 scent glands 
in its nose. 

7. Perhaps the biggest hurdle to overcome in achieving success in hunting whitetail 
deer is effectively eliminating the human odor. The primary means for eliniinating human 
odor practiced by hunters in the past is a two-step process of first eliminating human odor 
and then applying a cover scent to the area in which the person is hunting. Odor is 
eliminated by a variety of soaps and chemicals which the user showers with, washes his 
clothes in, and applies to his body. 

8. The average hunter has met with mediocre success in hunting whitetail deer by 
using the two-step process of eliminating odor through the use of soaps, chemicals, and

1. I have extensive experience both in hunting wildlife and in the sales and 
marketing of scent control products used in the hunting industry. Specifically, I have more then 
forty years of practical experience in hunting wildlife, such as deer, and have been employed by 
manufacturers of scent control products for over twenty years. 

2. During the 1980's, I developed and sold my own line of hunting scent control 
products, specifically cover scents. These products were developed for the purpose of 
attempting to mask or cover up the odor of a hunter so that wildlife, such as deer could not detect 
human odor and thereby realize the associated danger. 

3. Robinson Laboratories, Inc., now known as Robinson Outdoors, Inc., is currently 
and has been for more than 20 years one of the top three manufecturers of scent control products 
for sale in the hunting products marketplace in the United States. The scent control products 
manufectured and/or sold by Robinson laboratories, Inc. include deer lures, cover scents, scent- 
free soaps, deer lure dispensers and spray-on deodorizing compounds. I was employed by 

. Vinson Laboratories from 1985 until 2003 and during this period of time I was responsible for 
*e*romotion and sale of a variety of scent control products. In addition, I assisted in 



coordinating the advisory staff of professional hunters who used Robinson laboratories, Ine.'s 
scent control products. 

4. In 2003, 1 left Robinson Laboratories, Inc. and began employment with Wildlife 
Research, Inc. and I am currently employed by this entity where I am again responsible for the 
promotion and sale of a variety of scent control products and also act as a professional staff 
advisor to promote scent control products for sale in the hunting products marketplace. Wildlife 
Research, Inc. is currently one of the top five manufecturers of scent control products for sale in 
the hunting products marketplace in the United States. The scent control products manufactured 
and/or sold by Wildlife Research, Inc. include deer lures, cover scents, scent-free soaps, deer lure 
dispensers and spray-on deodorizing compounds. 

5. Based upon my forty years of practical hunting experience and twenty years of 
professional experience in the scent control hunting products industry, there are very few, if any, 
individuals who have as much specialized experience in the development, use and sale of scent 
control hunting products industry as I do. 

6. Elimination and control of human odors is critically important in hunting wildlife 
because many wildlife use their acute sense of smell as their primary defense mechanism. The 
sense of smell by animals, such as white tail deer, is orders of magnitude more sensitive then the 
sense of smell of most humans. Some experts in the scent control hunting industry state that the 
sense of smell for deer is 100 to 1000 times more sensitive than the human sense of smell. 
Therefore, eliminating or controlling the sense of smell to a level consistent with a human sense 
of smell would likely be entirely ineffective in adequately controlling or eliminating odors 
detected by wildlife. 
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7. For more than twenty years prior to Greg Sesselmann's innovation in the early 
1990's, hunters have understood and recognized this acute sense of smell defense mechanism by 
wildlife and consequently manufacturers of hunting products have actively invested in research 
and product development efforts to develop products to overcome this defense mechanism. For 
more than twenty years prior to the invention and use of the odor absorbing clothing developed 
by Gregory Sesselmann and commercialized by ALS Enterprises, Inc. ("ALS"), the primary 
means used by hunters to try to combat the human odors was cover scents. These scents are 
usually naturally occurring scents found in the wild which have been extracted and concentrated 
such as apple, acorn and other natural scents. Typically, a hunter would apply the scent to his or 
her clothing in an attempt to cover or mask the human odor. Manufecturere of these scents have 
invested many thousands and perhaps millions of dollars in developing these products, and they 
have met with moderate success. One key problem with these cover scents is that they don't 
have any impact on the human odors except to overpower those odors. Wildlife such as deer can 
often filter through the cover scent and still detect human odor. In addition, even though a cover 
scent is a naturally occurring scent, ft often is not natural in the level of concentration found in 
the commercial products and as used by hunters. One other problem with cover scents is that 
they are temporary in that the user must re-apply the scent in order to achieve a moderate level of 
success. 

8. Another strategy or tactic which has been used by hunters for more than twenty 
years prior to Greg Sesselmann's innovation is to use a variety of odor neutr alizing soaps and 
detergents. Typically, a hunter would wash his or her body and clothing with these odor-free 
detergents and soaps in an attempt to eliminate the odors. Unfortunately, the human body 
continuously produces and emit odors and therefore, the benefits realized by these products are

temporary in nature, especially in warm environments or where the individual is exerting himself 
or hcrscl£ In other words, as the hunter naturally generates new odors, the effectiveness of the 
washing described above quickly fades. 

9. Still another example of a temporary odor control device used for at least 5 years 
in the hunting product marketplace is a liquid spray containing odor-absorbing compounds or a 
dry powder such as baking soda. Hunters would spray or sprinkle these compounds on their 
body as they enter the woods. Once again, these products have met with moderate success 
because they are temporary in nature and are limited in their effectiveness in eliminating human 
odor. Because hunters often hunt in remote areas and many miles from roads and the like, 
hunters are quite limited as to the supplies and materials which can be transported deep into the 
wilderness. Too often, these bulky sprays and powders would be left behind rather than carried 
into the woods. Consequently, temporary odor control products are often ineffective because the 
naturally occurring odors from the hunter will quickly overwhelm the limited odor neutralization 
effect from these temporary products. 

10. The problem of overcoming wildlife's extremely acute sense of smell has been 
known to hunters for hundreds of years. As described above, cover scents have met with 
moderate success, but are temporary in nature. Still another attempt to overcome the problem 
was found in temporary spray-on odor absorbing compounds or sprinkling of water soluble 
powders, such as baking soda. These practices once again met with limited success in light of 
the fact that they are temporary in nature and water soluble. These prior practices evidence the 
fact that hunters have tried many different ways to cover their scent, and unfortunately have met 
with limited success. 
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11. 1 am familiar with and have used while hunting, odor absorbing clothing 
manufactured and sold by ALS Enterprises, Inc. ("ALS"), It is my understanding, that these 
articles of clothing incorporate activated charcoal to absorb the naturally occurring odors and 
other odors associated with the human body. In particular, the odor absorbing garment 
manufacturing sold by ALS that I have used previously and refer to through out this declaration 
was an article of clothing formed from a base layer of air permeable material having activated 
charcoal provided on the air permeable febric layer. It is my understanding that the activated 
charcoal was securely mounted to the febric through use of an adhesive. The article of clothing, 
substantially surrounded at least a portion of my body such that at least a portion of the odors 
naturally emanating from my body where absorbed by the article of clothing thereby making 
detection of my human odor by wildlife more difficult 

12. Based upon my forty years of practical hunting experience and twenty years of 
odor control hunting industry experience, the single most important development in the hunting 
products industry since I became involved with these products is the odor-absorbing garments 
and method for using these garments invented by Gregory Sessehnann. The odor-absorbing 
garments manufactured and sold by ALS Enterprises, Inc. and its licensees are the only products 
available in the industry which provide exceptional odor control and odor elimination for an 
extended period of time in a wide variety of weather and hunting conditions which can also be 
reactivated for reuse. To my knowledge, Gregory Sessehnann was the first person to recognize 
the applicability of using an odor-absorbing garment to avoid detection of the wearer by wikJhfe 
through sense of smell and in particular, use of such a garment in a hunting application. 

13. During my forty years as |hunter and my over twenty years in the promotion and 
sale of hunting products, I have seen ^introduction and failure of numerous products intended 
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to assist hunters in effectively overcoming the acute sense of smell 0 f wildlife. I am not aware of 
any other hunting product which has met with the same growth, commercial success and 
acceptance within the hunting industry as the odor absorbing garments and the method for using 
these garments as developed by ALS. 

H. Prior to the introduction by ALS of its odor absorbing garments and the method 
for using these garments, research and development in the odor control industry was based 
predoniinantfy upon developing effective scents to try to cover or mask the human odor. 
Research and development in the hunting industry was focused on cover scents because nobody 
had yet invented an effective, long lasting mechanism for absorbing or eliminating odor. 
However, following the introduction of ALS's revolutionary odor absorbing garments, it is my 
belief and understanding that the vast majority of research and development efforts in the scent 
control hunting iodustry have now focused instead on absorbing and containing odors rather then 
masking or attempting to cover up such odors. Following the commercial introduction of ALS' 
odor absorbing garments and method of using these garments, the hunting products industry has 
been flooded with a variety of "odor elimination" carbon or activated charcoal sprays, products 
and the like, all of which attempt capitalize upon ALS' unique odor absorbing garment 
application of activated carbon while hunting wild game. 

15. Based upon my involvement in the industry and as a hunter, I am familiar with the 
historical advertising and promotional efforts of ALS in promoting its odor-absorbing garments 
and use of these garments by hunters to avoid detection by wildlife. In my opinion, the 
remarkable commercial success which ALS has experienced with its odor-absorbing garments in 
the hunting industry is not a function of these advertising and promotional efforts, but instead is 
largely the result of Greg Sesselmann's unique and pioneering innovation in the scent control 
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industry. In other words, it is the revolutionary innovation and effectiveness of the pro Mm 
use of the product which has resulted in the sales and growth of the odor absorbing garment 
industry rather than marketing or promotional efforts. 

16. To the best of my knowledge, ALS was the first entity to offer odor-absorbing 
hunting garments for sale to hunters and outdoorsmen. Prior to the introduction of these 
products to the marketplace, these products did not exist in the marketplace and in feet there was 
no marketplace for the products. However, since the introduction of the ALS products, a market 
has been developed for odor absorbing hunting clothing, which I understand to be a multi- 
minion dollar market. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful, false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001, Title 18 of the United States 
Code and that such willful, false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issued thereon.

DECLARATION OF EVERETT TARRELL 
I, Everett Terrell, declare that: 

1 . I am currently employed by Cabela's, Inc., a multi-channel retailer of hunting, 
fishing and camping products and accessories. Currently, Cabela's is one of the top three 
retailers within the United States for sales of hunting apparel. 

2. I have been employed by Cabela's, Inc. since 1987. Specifically, I was employed 
as a Hunting Clothing Buyer for nine years and following that I was promoted to Divisional 
Merchandise Manager for hunting clothing for five years. Currently, I am employed as the 
Director of Marketing and Brand Management for Cabela's. In my capacity as a Hunting 
Qoming Buyer and the Divisional Merchandise Manger for hunting doming for most of the past 
15 years, I have extensive knowledge of the hunting apparel industry and in particular, the 
development and creation of the odor absorbing hunting apparel market 

3. To my knowledge, Greg Sesselmann was the first individual to recognize and 
understand the effectiveness of and application of the incorporation of an odor absorbing 
compound such as activated charcoal in a garment of clothing for use by a hunter. In its 
promotional materials and instructions for use, ALS Enterprises, Inc. ("ALS") taught hunters 
how to effectively elinunate human odors though the use of odor absorbing hunting clothing. 
ALS created odor absorbing garments incorporating activated charcoal and instructed hunters 



how to wear the garments when hunting to effectively eliminate their human odor. ALS also 
effectively instructed hunters how to reactivate their odor absorbing garments through washing 
and drying the garment 

4. To my knowledge, Cabela's was the first national retailer of hunting apparel to 
offer for sale odor absorbing hunting clothing developed and manufactured by ALS. Cabela's 
began sales of these odor absorbing hunting garments in 1 995. 

5. Since hs introduction in me marketplace, ALS' introduction of an odor absorbing 
hunting garment has resulted in the creation of an entirely new subset of the hunting apparel 
market, namely the odor absorbing hunting garment market To the best ofmy knowledge, there 
were no sales of odor absorbing hunting garments prior to 1990. Following the commercial 
introduction of theses garments by ALS in 1 992, this product market has grown to well over 
$100 million in annual sales of odor absorbing hunting garment and accessories. Since the 
introduction of the product by Cabela's in 1995. Cabela's has sold and/or continues to sell a 
variety of odor absorbing hunting garments manufactured by entities such as ALS, W.L. Gore & 
Associates, Inc. (manufacturers ofGore-Tex™ products), Robinson Outdoor, Inc. and private 
label products manufactured and sold under the direction of Cabela's. 

6. In my opinion, it is the pent-up demand and the overwhelming need for an 
effective scent control product while bunting that has resulted in the astounding growth of the 
odor absorbing hunting apparel market over the past thirteen years. 

7. One point which must be emphasized in order to put into perspective the level of 
success and achievement in the commercialization by ALS of the odor absorbing doming and 
method for using the clothing is the fact that Greg Sesselmann started ALS as the sole inventor 
with extremely limited capital, little or no experience in manufacturing clothing products and 
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little or no experience in the marketing and sales of hunting products. In light of the limited 
resources and experience in the industry possessed by Greg Sesselmaun, the success of ALS and 
the creation of the odor absorbing garment market is that much more remarkable. 

8. Based upon my nearly 20 years of experience in the retail sales of hunting 
apparel, it is clear to me that one of the most unique improvements and advances in the hunting 
apparel industry during this period of time was the introduction by ALS of odor absorbing 
garments. 

I hereby declare that all statements made herein of my own knowledge are true and that 
all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and further that these 
statements were made with the knowledge that willful, false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001, Title 1 8 of the United States 
Code and that such willful, false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issued thereon.

DECLARATION OF GREG PAOUIN 

I, Greg Paquin, declare that: 

1 . I am currently employed as the Licensing Manger of ALS Enterprises, Inc. 
("ALS") and have held this position since January, 2001 

2. ALS is the assignee and owner of US Patent No. 5,383,236 and all issued patents 
and pending applications claiming priority therefrom including, but not limited to US Patent 
Nos. 5539930, 5790987, 6009559 and 6134718, and Serial Nos. 10/350203 and 10/713686. 

3. In my capacity as Licensing Manger, I am responsible for, and have access to the 
files and records of ALS regarding the licenses ALS has granted to third parties for the ALS 
Patents, access to the records regarding the sales by ALS of odor absorbing clothing products 
manufactured by or directly for the benefit of ALS and also have access to the records of ALS 
regarding unsolicited testimonials received from consumers of ALS products, articles in the trade 
magazines regarding ALS products and access to industry awards which have been awarded to 
ALS relating to the sale of its odor absorbing hunting garments. 

4. Based upon information and believe, ALS has since its inception in 1 992 
manufactured and sold a variety of hunting garments and accessories including coats, pants, hats, 
gloves, face masks, backpacks, fanny packs and storage packs. Approximately 99 percent of all 
products sold and manufactured by or for the benefit of ALS are odor absorbing garments in 
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which the garment is formed of at least one layer of air permeable fabric having activated 
charcoal mounted thereon. The charcoal is typically mounted though the use of an adhesive to 
securely mount the activated charcoal to the garment. The garment is intended to be used 
multiple times by a hunter and can be reactivated by heating the garment in the dryer or 
alternatively washing the garment in water and drying it. In the promotion and sale of these 
products, ALS provides instructions for and encourages users to wear ALS' odor absorbing 
garments to substantially surround at least a portion of their body and then venture into the 
outdoors to hunt wildlife such as deer. 

5. ALS has successfully produced and sold its own line of odor absorbing hunting 
garments and also has licensed the innovations embodied in the ALS Patents to numerous 
prominent manufacturers of hunter's garments and other hunting related products. Since its 
inception, ALS has had licensing arrangements with over 22 different licensees, several of which 
are extremely well known, prominent fabric, garment or hunting product manufacturers and 
retailers including W.L. Gore & Associates, Inc. (manufacturers of the well known GORE-TEX 
fabric coating), Cabela's, Inc. Robinson Outdoors, Inc., Browning Arms Company, Gander 
Mountain Company, Bass Pro Shops, Inc., and Wolverine Worldwide, Inc. Bass Pro Shops, Inc., 
Gander Mountain Company, and Cabela's, Inc. are clearly within the top 5 retailers of hunting 
apparel in the United States. Other well known industry leaders involved in the manufacturing of 
ALS garments and licensed products include Milliken & Company and W.L. Gore & Associates, 
Inc. ALS has had licensing arrangements with the bulk of these significant manufacturers and 
retailers of hunting apparel in excess of five years and some for as long as nine years. 
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6. One measure of the commercial success of the ALS odor absorbing garments is 
found in the total yardage of odor absorbing fabric used to create garments such as coats, hats, 
pants, gloves, etc. The particular fabric used is one which is air permeable and has an odor 
absorbing agent (activated charcoal) adhesively bonded thereto. As seen in the following graph, 
the total sales of this odor absorbing fabric has grown from 2,600 yards in 1992 when ALS 
introduced its odor absorbing clothing to an estimate of 1,000,000 yards of fabric for the year 
2006. This results in an overall average annualized growth of 53% each year during the 13 years 
in which the product has been in the marketplace. 
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7. Another measure of the remarkable growth of the odor absorbing garment 
industry and the success of ALS' innovations is found in the estimated retail sales of odor 
absorbing garments. Once again, the garments referred to are those in which an odor absorbing 
agent (activated charcoal) is bonded to an air permeable fabric layer. The following graph 
provides the cumulative estimated retail sales of odor absorbing clothing by ALS and its 
licensees for such odor absorbing garments in the United States. Sales have grown from an 
estimate of nearly $140,000 in 1992 to an estimate of nearly $57 million in 2006. This 
represents an annualized growth of 53% over the past 13 years that the product has been in the 
marketplace. 
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8. Based upon my four years of experience in the hunting industry, I am not aware 
of any other product sold in the hunting industry which has even approached the growth in sales 
as have the odor absorbing clothing products manufactured and sold by ALS and its licensees. 

9. Perhaps the most convincing evidence of the unexpected results and overall 
success of the ALS odor absorbing clothing products is found in the numerous unsolicited 
testimonials which ALS has received from satisfied users of ALS odor absorbing garments. 
Attached hereto as Exhibit A are a collection of some of the unsolicited testimonials received 
over the years by ALS. 

1 0. Still another measure of the commercial success and the unexpected results 
realized when using the ALS odor absorbing clothing is found in the numerous articles and 
product reviews written by experts within the hunting industry. Attached hereto as Exhibit B 
numerous articles published in trade journals such as Inside Archery, Outdoor Life, Archery 
Business and WhitetailJoumal attesting to the unique innovation of the ALS odor absorbing 
clothing and the method for using this clothing to avoid detection by wildlife. 

1 1 . Still another measure of success for the ALS odor absorbing clothing and the 
methods for using this clothing is found in the awards that ALS has received during its brief 13 
year existence in the hunting industry. Copies of these awards are attached hereto as Exhibit C.

I read about Scent-Lok in either Whitetail or Bowhunting magazine and I was very 
interested. At the Minnesota Whitetail Classic 1 had a chance to sample the odor 
e liminating capabilities of your product by trying to smell a very strong perfume through 
a small sample of your cloth, I could not believe how well this worked 

This summer my brother (Kim Pesch) purchased two suits of clothes with gloves to try out 
on the Minnesota bow season. I hoped they would work because I have a limited area to 
hunt and the wind in Minnesota seems to keep changing all the time. One place I really 
wanted to try the suit at was an area that had fantastic sign, but the wind would swirl in 
the comer were I placed my stand and it seemed no matter how much cover scent I used 
(T am very careful with cover scents using only what is right for my area and bagging all 
my exterior clothes, showering with no scent products and dressing at the site) or which 
direction the wind came from I never have any luck at hunting this spot. 

Opening day in Minnesota was September 18th (yesterday). The day was a beautiful 
bright Minnesota Indian summer day, the wind was horrible. It wasn't very strong but it 
could not have come from a worse direction in relation to the stand I hung up three weeks 
earlier. I decided to trust your suit and hunt in the spot anyway. I did everything exactly 
as your directions said and by 4:30 PM I was up in my stand about 20 ! -0" off the ground. 
I had a half a mile walk to my stand and I always seem to get cold after sitting awhile so I 
had two pairs of thermax underwear on even though it was about 65 degrees and sunny, as 
you can imagine I was sweating alot by the time I climbed into my stand. 

I was surprised to see a ground scrape under my stand this early in the season but I was 
very excited thinking that rny hot spot was going to be hot again this year also. The wind 
kept things swirling as it had the previous years when I tried this spot. On more than one 
occasion deer had either snorted and disappeared, or stopped on the field and looked up at 
me before I got a chance to shoot. 



This year was different First a forkhorn came in from the north, then a doe from the 
northwest and finally a doe from the southeast, (I am hunting a square alfalfa field 
surrounded by hardwoods). None of these deer paid any attention to me and started to 
graze. The forkhorn and one of the does left the field and an eight point buck came in from 
the north (at this time the wind is coming directly from the south straight to him). He 
walked across the field to me and started to work the scrape directly below my stand! 
I seriously thought about shooting him but I decided that I would wait, I have to much 
season left to hunt to settle for an eight. A doe came in from the south to join him and they 
left together. Then two more forkhorns came onto the field from the north. They played 
and ate and when two more does came in from the southeast and joined them they all left 
the field together. 

There is still about an hour left of sunlight and so far I am having a great time enjoying the 
afternoon and confident in the ability of Scent Lok Odor Eliminating Clothes! All of a 
sudden a huge buck walked out of the northeast! I couldn't believe my eyes he could not 
have come in from any worse of a direction according to the way the wind is blowing. 
(This is hard to explain with words but I can't see how this mature buck could 
possibly not smell me from the direction he entered the field). He was only ten yards 
away and all I could do was pull back my bow and shoot I am glad he came in so fast, I 
think if I had the opportunity to study him longer, buck fever would have set in and I 
probably would have fallen out of my bee. 

I used a deer buck urine at this bucks scrape to help make him mad and check out his 
scrape, I think this helped me bring in the deer but I sincerely believe that without your 
suit I would never have shot this buck. I know for sure that I would not have sat in this 
stand on opening day with the wind changing directions from south to southwest! 

I would have sent this letter earlier but I wanted to enclose a picture of my buck. (P & Y 
green score = 164 typical net.)

All bears live in a world of scent. I have said it before and I will say it 
again. Unfortunately, man does not. In fact, man is an olfactory nightmare. 
Not only does he smell bad, as in emits odors, but he smells badly, as in can- 
not sense these odors because his nose is not keen enough. It is with little won- 
der then that the average hunter finds the biological superiority of 
a bears nose mystifying. In truth, a hunter, any hunter, is outnosed 
by any big-game species he seeks to hunt. Those like bears with 
keener noses are even a greater challenge. 

One way to try and bring this into perspective is to think of 
dogs. For years I chased around after field trial beagles whose joy 
in life was to sniff cottontail rabbits. A good beagle can follow a 
cottontail's trail through thick and thin, across water and rocks, all 
for the pure pleasure of it. Remember the movie The Fugitive? 
What about a bloodhound who can scent a man who has passed 
that spot nearly 24 hours before, talk about a cold scent! Talk about 
a hot nose! Man, for all his wisdom and insight, can neither smell 
the bunny nor obviously the man. Fellow hunters, in this depart- 
ment we are virtually unarmed. 

The bad news is there is not much we can do to improve our 
own sense of smell. The good news is that we can do something 
about how much scent we leave behind in the woods as we hunt, 
and there is something we can do to help compensate for the very 



highly tuned nose of bears. 
The answer lies in under- 
standing bear behavior in 
relation to how they inter- 
pret the scents that fill their 
world, and learning to use 
this to your best advan- 
tage.

Most hunters have realized that this product re- 
ally does work and will help them get closer to game 
undetected. Several other companies today have 
products using the same technology; Scent-Blocker 
and Supprescent are the other two popular products 
available. They all work, but which one stands out in 
the crowd? 

There are unique problems when trying to meas- 
ure the amount of odor that is absorbed by these ac- 
tivated carbon products. The amount of detectable 
odor must be accurate in ppm (parts per million) or 
ppb (parts per billion). These very small amounts re- 
quire specialized equipment that can measure the 
amount of gas concentrations involved. Gas chro- 
matography is the best method for measuring the 
amount of odors or similar chemical agents in a con- 
trolled experiment.

Obviously, 
to make proper use of these hunt- 
ing aids, and they are just that, an 
aid, even the best scent on the 
market will not be able to com- 
pensate for lack of knowledge or 
errors in the field. Again, the most 
common errors hunters make in- 
volve being winded by the bear 
long before they get into range. 
When using any of these products 
you must think like a trapper be- 
cause, in all reality, you are trying 
to bring the animal into desired 
position for a killing shot without 
the trap. The answer again is to 
learn about and understand how 
scent is distributed and delivered 
on the wind.

Any hunter who goes into the woods without trying to get the most 
information On the wind patterns of the area and who does not under- 
stand how temperature changes and topography affects the wind, may 
as well wear a blindfold. Learn the rudiments of air currents and learn 
how to use lures and scents and you will be able to compensate a bit for 
what mother nature has left out of your nose. 

Air moves at many speeds, from a barely perceptible breeze to a 
hurncane force. Strong winds may be easier to gauge because they usu- 
ally blow in one direction only, where gusty winds change velocity 
often. No wind may allow your scent to pool about you as you sit for

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hours in your stand. A slight breeze is my prefer- 
ence. Not only does air move across or back and 
forth, it also moves up and down. These up and 
down movements are called wind thermals, and they 
are greatly affected by temperature. Warm air rises 
and cooler air drops. Hunting high in the morning as 
the warm air rises helps get your scent out of the 
way. Stay low later when the cooler evening air 
keeps wind thermals closer to the ground. 

A hunter who wishes to arm himself with a few 
weapons to play the scent game should try to learn 
about wind and how it works, and they should make 
a determined effort to eliminate as much of their 
own human scent as possible by using one of the 
odor eliminating clothing products available to 
today's hunters. Using an attractant lure product is 
another way to use a bear's keen nose to your ad- 
vantage. As he becomes frenzied by the tantalizing 
aroma of the attractant lure, he can be pulled to you, 
in a state of lessened awareness, for your final con- 
frontation.

If you are looking for 
specific information on "Ursus Americanus", the American Black 
Bear, this is the source. This is the most detailed, well pho- 
tographed, and up-to-date book I know of. It does not portray the 
black bear as a Disneyland character or a demon. It is 100% accurate and the writing is top notch, 
a very enjoyable read! By reading this book you will learn about the behavior, life cycles, language 
and habitat of the black bear. This is not a book about bear hunting, although it does cover hunting 
in a non-critical way. Mr. Rogers and Mr. Fair accept hunting as a necessary management tool and 
explain that hunting is not endangering the viability of the species. As a hunter, I found this book to 
be exceedingly helpful in understanding the life cycle of the bear, hence, when, where and how to 
effectively hunt Mr. Bear.

Scent eliminating products seem to be grabbing as 
much attention among bowhunters today as the 
latest wrinkles in high performance bows, arrows 
and new looks in camo clothing. Outdoor magazines and 
television shows are crammed with flashy ads, commer- 
cials and testimonials lauding the benefits of scent eras- 
ing concoctions from carbon sprays to cleansing 
towelettes, pills, soaps and shampoos. There's scarcely a 
serious bowhunter of my acquaintance that has not 
bought into the promise-along with no small invest- 
ment-that scent containment clothing will give them 
that extra edge over the whitetails incredible nose. Still, 
the question remains in many minds: has the application 
and wearing of these products taken us to the point 
where we can actually ignore the wind? 

For ages we old-timers have been aware of 
the fact that our human scent was more alarm- 
ing to game than the sight of us sneaking 
through the brush. Long before commercial 
masking scents appeared on the market, 
hunters had attempted to disguise their scent 
with a variety of home made applications. I recall 
carting armloads of sagebrush home and crushing it 
with a rolling pin. Ignoring the raised eyebrows of 
my wife, I wrapped the crushed plants inside a 
large paper shopping bag with my hunting 
duds to permeate them with the rich pun 
gent odor. 

Over the years hunters have conjured 
up a host of other treatments for manag- 
ing their scent when in the field. One 
bowhunter went so far as to store his 
clothes in a bag of medium-dried cow 
pies. If were honest, many of us will 
admit to having stepped in fresh green 
gooev meadow muffins while hunting, 
holding to some silly notion that it 
would help to mask our scent. I don't 
remember who came up with the idea of 
using baking soda (without a doubt the best 





Recognizing the sales potential in solving the prob- 
lem, scent manufacturers began to produce some rather 
unique concoctions designed to mask human odor. Some 
captured the fragrant essence of pine or sage while oth- 
ers suggested that apple and acorn scents would make us 
smell like something deer liked to cat Way back when, 
the runaway best sellers and by far the most effective 
have proven to be earth and skunk scents. From a purely 
odiferous perspective, earth scent wasn't bad To me it 
smelled exactly like a container of nightcrawlers for fish 
bait, while skunk could bring oh stomach churning 
waves of nausea. Nothing was a better test of controlling 
ones gag reflex than jumping into a truck cab with the 
heater running full blast on a cold November morning 
with a couple of guys saturated with skunk scent. Vile as 
it was, bowhunters didn't hesitate to douse themselves 
with the evil stuff believing that if it didn't mask 
human scent, nothing would. 

Russell Hull's Cover Up, a sweet smelling 
green liquid heavy with traces of vanilla, is 
i another approach. Promoted in ads dis- 
playing Hull's consistent clobbering of big 
bucks, Cover Up sold in untold gallons as 
thousands of bowhunters hit the woods exud- 
ing the aroma of fresh baked cookies. Spray- 
ing, splashing and dribbling we have since 
anointed ourselves with whatever we 
believed in with hopes of becoming an 
indistinctive part of nature. My experi- 
ence has shown that while some of it may 
have helped, the smart money was still 
on playing the wind. 

Today, the masking scent market 
has dwindled as human scent control 
shifted from a cover up strategy to 
scent containment tactics. In my book, 
the vision cast by Greg Sesselmann 
utilizing activated carbon to give us 
Scent-Lok odor control clothing is the 
future. Skeptical at first of all the talk about

up like powdered doughnuts before donning our scented 
clothes. While our thoughts may have been on the right 
track, those efforts were probably of little help. No 
amount of crushed sage, baking soda or cow poop could 
really mask our human scent.

keep the wind in your face.
